_PEMINISCING WITH ROSENBAUM _ 
In this article, Sid comments on the old system of listing channels in meters. 
Radio waves are measured in meters (tse European standard of length), one meter being 
equal to 39.57 inches or approximatély one yard. For example: a radio station is op- 
erating on a wave length of 309 meters {the distance from crest to erest of the radio 
waves) or 333 yards. FPadio waves travel at.the speed of 186,000 miles a secord, which 
is.equal to 3,000,000,000 meters per second. If the waves trovel three hundred mil-~ 
lion meters in one setond and the distance between peaked is 309 meters, there vill be 
970,000 of these peaks in one second. The latter figure (970,000) is called the fre- 
quency of the waves and is measured in cycles per second. Ons kilocycle is equal to 
1,000 cycles. To change from meters to kilocycles, divide 3,009,000 by the wave 
loagth in meters. a :. em Sid Roper baunt,
